. Editorial Trade Review. 


The reports from our friends in trade centres indi™ 


cate that dullness will have no chance to reign supreme 
this season. In fact, there will be no dullness until 
the wheat and hay harvests are over. Vacations will 
necessarily be shorter than usual. Business having 
extended its fulness to so late a date will crowd the 
usual pleasurable pauses into a few days instead of 
weeks for both employers and employes. 

In the various readjustments in the interest of labor 
in all the mills, mines and factories increased wages 
make an excellent showing, which will last for some 
time. It is increased pay and extended pay rolls that 
make prosperity permanent ; for the workman whose 
Klondike is his capacity for labor in the use of horny 
hands is invariably a good distributer of the cash he 
earns, knowing that each and every dollar can be dup- 
licated in the widening arena of honest employment. 

A continued demand in many lines has kept pur- 
chases prevalent even up to the end of June. In build- 
ers’ Hardware the demand continues excellent. In all 
the centers of increasing traffic stores are being well 
rented and a demand created for more. The old bug- 
bear of department stores ‘‘ hoo-dooing”’ general busi- 
ness is this season retired tothe rear. Even in real es- 
tate transactions the changes show improved condi- 
tions gratifying to witness, which act as an incentive 
to improvements where present facilities are lacking. 
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Speculation in purchases ruled during the spring to 
a considerable extent, but the results have more than 
justified the ventures that then seemed problematical, 
judging by the past; the increasing demand in excess 
of anticipations naving resulted in depleting the stocks 
as far as deliveries were made possible by cautious 
makers. Manufacturers took care not to overstock the 
dealers to the disadvantage of their own interests for 
fear of unsettling the market. and they frequently 
filled smaller orders at higher quotations for the pur- 
pose of averaging a more substantial state of profit 
than these earlier specifications seemed to promise. 

A stronger feeling now pervades the anticipations of 
the buyer for fall and winter trade, and at present 
prices stocks will be held as nearly as possible on a con- 
servative estimate of fulness, in orjer that inventories 
may show by comparison a larger percentage of profit 
by the way of outstanding accounts, instead of as usual 
in-standing stocks on floors and shelves. These facts 
alone will make spring orders assume an importance 
gratifying to witness all around. And it will greatly 
assist in keeping prices uniformly strong, no element 
of weakness being possible to become established under 
a constantly strong demand, and a progressively pros- 
perous trend will be felt throughout ail channels of 
trade, notwithstanding the Presidential election ‘* hoo- 
doo” which in the past with each recurring quadren- 
nial disturbance created well grounded fears.; it will 
be found that these no longer have the disturbing in- 
fluence which was possible only when seasons were of 
a more clearly defined character and more limited in 
scope and influence. 


The Law of the Profits. 


There is one phase of business—more or less inti- 
mately connected with the Hardware trade in days gone 
by—that has passed away never again to return under 
the same auspices, and that is the ‘‘old fashioned” 
profit. It was the opinion of our forefathers in this our 
chosen vocation that, better is a business of $50,000 
with profits galore, of a percentage that frequently 
hovered on the edge of highway robbery, than an 
increased volume of trade of five times as much, with 
a net profit merely doubled. 

The old fashioned dealer who revelled in the old 
fashioned profits, did too much of the work himself, 
and knew the drawing quality of an opportunity to 
‘‘oather ye rosebuds while you may,” and that was 
when you were making a sale of an article wav/ed. 
Now, the price stimulates the said wants of the average 
man or woman, and with a little comparative wear and 
tear of gray matter the sales are more than quadru- 
pled in amount and net profits increased in a welcome 
ratio. May be the department-store methods of some 
of our hustling competitors have had an influence in 
increasing sales for the purpose of gaining the advan- 
tages of being a large buyer instead of a small one, 
and of getting rid of an excess of stocks without the 
necessity of unloading them at cost toa nearby compet- 
itor, often done rather than unsettle current prices that 
were covered with the moss ef ages. 

At the present time it is the price that makes the sale, 
and it is the merit of the goods sold that keeps the cus- 
tomer. On sucha basis as this our foreign trade as well 
holds its present preeminence and will penetrate every 
port in the world where a demand exists for goods 
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which our unequalled resources may be relied upon to 
supply. 


On the Selling of Sewing Machines. 


On another page in this issue of Hardware will be 
found an interesting and valuable paper on the possi- 
bilities of the sewing machine product being success- 
fully marketed throughout this country under the aus- 
pices of the Hardware trade. This is a movement, 
now in its early stages of successful endeavor, which 
is worthy of a close consideration by an industry so 
well fitted for its profitable development; a plan of 
operations deserving of encouragement by the manu- 
facturers, who are themselves called upon to be the 
arbiters in such a worthy effort to advance their own 


interests. 

The close touch enjoyed by the Hardware trade as 
affecting the domestic economy of the household in 
almostevery hamlet, town and large city on the conti- 
nent, would seem to urge its selection for such an im- 
portant object as the wider distribution of so valuable 
an adjunct to the peace and harmony of every domestic 
equipment in the land. 

We hope to follow up the present article on the sub- 
ject, with others of equal interest, from those who can 
speak as expei1ts on such a valuable addition to a mod- 
ern stock of Hardware; from merchants whose success 
in that line, will doubtless induce others to make an at- 
tempt that will redound to the credit of the sagacity, 
wisdom and profit of those to whom the innovation can 
present no serious objection. 


The Ad-Smith’s Happy Thought. 


One of the journalistic fraternity who loves to be called 
an ‘‘ad-smith,’”’ and who has constantly on his pen’s point, 
on the edge of his acute faculties, or on the spur of his 
ambitious thoughts, the fitting expression of what is in 
him; and the which responds to the magnetism of his 
impulse, let it call for it when it may. This gentleman 
was asked, off hand, recently, to name a new cracker, giv- 
ing ita ‘‘trade mark’ comparable in genuine originality 
and catchiness, to the late phenomenal money-maker 
‘‘Uneeda.” Like an inspiration his mind conceived the 
combination word which he felt would fill the want 
expressed. 

‘‘ How much is it worth ?” asked he, ‘‘if I give you a 
name that will be recognized in every community where 
the English language is spoken, aud acknowledged as well 
as a fitting word for the purpose intended, and once heard 
would never be forgotten, but would linger inthe memory, 
and suggest crackers, and crackers only ?” 

The enthusiastic cracker baker mentioned $500 as being 
a fair honorarium for the inventor of a trade mark of such 
marked ability. Put it in writing said the ad-smith, to be 
subject to your decision after twenty-four hours refusal of 
the same. The bargain was drawn, and the word was 
coined at once. The talismanic word was ‘‘ Pollewanta.” 
And as soon as the necessary contracts for advertising can 
be given out, and posters prepared, the bill boards and 
triple column corners of the leading papers will be devoted 
to the exploiting of the ‘‘ Pollewanta ” Cracker. 


The C. W. Hackett Hardware Co., St. Paul, Minn., had a 
loss by fire recently, which fortunately was kept well in hand 
by the promptness with which the fire department came to 
their aid. The fire was discovered very shortly after clos- 
ing for the night, and the loss, which is covered by insur- 
ance, will not exceed $5,000, 
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Hawaiian Enterprise.

to build on the site occupied by them at present a modern 
store, 75x100 feet, two stories high with a plate glass front- 
age on two streets, of 175 feet. It is contemplated that 
the establishment will have all the modern conveniences 
and specia! facilities for conducting business possessed by 
any house in the States. 

It is designed that the finest display will be possible for 
a stock of goods without a parallel in Honolulu. Among 
other improvements they have ordered from the J. D. War- 
ren Mfg. Co.,Chicago, a complete outfit of shelving, boxes, 
sample cases and such other appliances of this character, 
for the providing of which this company has achieved a 
deserved preeminence. When completed, few stores in 
this country will surpass it in easy facilities for doing a 
largeand successful business, and the adoption of the 
‘‘Warren’” system of improved store fixtures, should be 
considered as a national compliment to this enterprising 
manufacturer. 


Private Mailing Cards. 

By the terms of an order issued by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral recently, the regulations covering the use of ‘‘ private 
mailing cards”’ in this country, are extended so as to con- 
form with those adopted by the International Union for the 
foreign mail service. The act of Congress which provides 
for this, was approved May ist, 1898. Under the new reg- 
ulations, which are merely a fuller statement of the law 
given, postal cards are to be not larger than 5% inches 
long or 44% inches wide. The address may be either writ- 
ten or printed on the face, or printed on a gummed slip, 
not more than one-half inch wide by 2% inches long and 
pasted, and the address of the sender subject to similar re- 
strictions, may be gummed on the back. A printed or en- 
graved design may be placed on the face of these cards, 
providing it will not interfere with the address. The postal 
card now in general use by the government will continue 
to be issued as usual. 


The Providence plant of the Brown & Sharpe Mfg. Co. 
will be shortly increased by the addition of a foundry and 
a large four-story brick building to be used as a machine 
shop. Ground has already been broken for the foundry 
and the foundation for the other building will be laid this 
Fall, though it is doubtful if more than this is done on 
this building until Spring. This increase means that be- 
tween 600 and 700 a Sen will find employment. 


Tiffany & Co. have succeeded in making a crystal ball 
5%4 inches in diameter from an American quartz crystal 
taken from the Old Green Mountain mine, in Mokelumne 
hill, in Calaveras county, California. This is the largest 
perfect ball that has ever been made of American quartz 
crystals and is valued at $3,000. The largest Japanese 
ball ever brought to this country was 7% inches in diam- 
eter. It is not, however, entirely free from flaws.—£x.

Remarkable Inventions. 


Some of the inventions patented in Washington are as 
eccentric as they are ingenious. An odd, if useful, inven- 
tion consists of a frame from which corks are suspended 
by means of strings. As the hour for waking draws near 
this framework is gradually lowered over the heads of 
sleepers until, as the hour strikes, the corks perform a 
tattoo on the noses and faces of the sleepers until they 
awake. 

Another invention enables a farmer to feed his horses 
and cattle in their stables without leaving his bed. He 
simply pulls a cork dangling at the head of his bed, and 
forthwith valves are opened and the proper allowance of 
fodder falls into the troughs. 

This burglar alarm is sufficiently ingenious to deserve 
success. As soon as the would-be burglar steps on the mat 
in front of the safe or strong room, his weight closes an 
electric circuit, a flashlight is ignited, the cap removed 
from a camera,and the burglar’s photograph taken without 
charge, for use as evidence against him. 

By another clever device the street lamps of a town are 
electrically connected with a central ciock. When the 
hour for lighting arrives, the circuit is closed, the gas 
turned on, and the lamps simultaneously lighted. 

A really sensible and useful invention is one which dis- 
penses with the ponderous and expensive machinery in use 
for tower clocks. The timekeeping is done by a small 
master clock, which is electrically connected with motors 
in the tower. These motors move the giant hands and 
strike hours by means of a ‘‘ make-and-break’’ mechanism 
in the master clock, which may be small enough to be car- 
ried to the clockmaker for any necessary repairs.—Amert 
can Exporter.

No Iron Famine. 


In the opinion of the leading minds of the iron and steel 
industry it is considered doubtful if there will be any 
famine in pig iron; furnaces are filling orders with a com- 
mendable degree of promptness, and working hours have 
not been reduced in consequence of inability to get the 
necessary ore. As the price of pig iron increases, old fur- 
naces long dismantled are again brought into play, and old 
fires are again lighted, and even to a limited degree prod- 
ucts are increased and anything in the nature of a famine 
averted. The furnace men in many sections, especially in 
Ohio, have but little or no iron for the open market, every 
pound of a possible product being sold up. Vessels are be- 
ing chartered to load iron at Bilboa, Porman and even 
Guaymas in Cuba for various ports in the United States. 

Almost any place that promises material will be laid un- 
der tribute, a complete revival in the trade having been the 
feature of the last few months. 

As stated by James M. Swank, general manager of the 
American Iron and Steel Association: ‘‘ Spain, having lost 
her foreign possessions, is now being forced to develop her 
resources more thoroughly; until within the last few 
months not a pound of iron ore has been imported from 
Spain for many years; now, it is expected that hundreds 
of tramp steamships will visit Philadelphia this Summer 
and Fall, laden with the products of the ancient mines of 
Bilboa and Carthagena.”’

We are going to send out circu- 
lars and write soliciting letters, and send out thousands of 
handsome catalogues instead of advertising in trade papers.

The prevailing impression is that good display is ob- 
tained by using many display lines. The reverse is true. 
As a general thing one or two lines displayed will create a 
better effect than displaying the entire advertisement. 
Display lines, if rightly used, attract attention and give 
certain parts of the advertisement more emphasis than 
others. Too many display lines, however, will very often 
serve to emphasize the parts not intended to be displayed. 
Writers very often make a certain word or phrase emphat- 
ic by having it set in italics. This gives additional force 
to the emphasized words, provided they do not appear too 
frequently. Emphasizing every other word, however, 
would have the effect of making the parts in Roman as 
prominent as the parts in italics. Very little display is re- 
quired in ordinary advertisements.— Business Magazine. 
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While the retrospect of a Weed or a Supplee is necessary 
to give the rising generation an idea of the changes which 
have taken place in the Hardware business during the last 
half century, there are many younger men whose memory 
and experience in the trade takes them back to the time 
when the assortment of Door Locks and Padlocks could 
almost be inventoried on the fingers of one hand. It does 
take, however, a Disston or a Maydole to recount the re- 
buffs, hardships and trials incident to the introduction of 
new lines and meritorious specialties which have become 
the standard goods of the trade. 

A wonderful change has come over the extreme con- 
servatism which dominated the retailer of the fifties, 
and even when in the sixties, he had outgrown his narrow 
sphere, and had come to be known as the jobber of Hard- 
ware. 

To-day, the patterns and varieties of door locks and pad- 
locks are numbered by the hundreds, and the jobbers’ bins 
and the retailers’ shelves are filled to overflowing with in- 
ventions and novelties of merit, which our forefathers little 
dreamed of. This change can only be accounted for by 
the fact that the Hardware trade has drawn to it some of 
the keenest business men of the age, who have grown with 
the times, and have grasped the opportunities as they were 
presented to them, for the profitable expansion of their 
business. "The Hardwareman and drygoods dealer are the 
expansionists of the mercantile world of to-day. 

There is no class of merchants which realizes more than 
the present-day Hardware dealer, the advantage to be 
gained from being the first to bring to the attention of the 
consumer or the mechanic, an improvement or an article 
of merit. 

Not many years have elapsed since that lusty infant, the 
bicycle business, with hardly strength enough to win in the 
battle of life for itself, was seeking a sponsor. No one 
branch of the trade was willing to take it under its shelter- 
ing wing and adopt it, and for a time, it was buffeted about, 
obtaining only a foothold here and there. 

The influence exerted by the trade paper and its power 
to shape and direct the policy of the trade, is not fully ap- 
preciated. 

We have almost forgotten how much space and thought 
Hlardware, and other trade papers, only a few years ago, 
devoted to bicycles and their place in the Hardware trade 
and kindred topics. Their campaign in the interest of the 
infant industry was carried on with such spirit and energy, 
that it did not take long for the jobber and retailer alike, 
to see the profit which might accrue to them from adding 
this line to their business, as they had sporting goods and 
cutlery. 

To-day, the bicycle business is so firmly established in 
the Hardware trade that the consumer looks to the Hard- 
ware dealer for the goods and the sundries used in connec- 
tion with them, and the Hardware dealer expresses great 
surprise when told by either some jobber himself, or his 
representative, that they are not able to supply his wants 
in this line. 

That the Hardware dealer is on the alert and willing to 
add to his assortment any article of merit which will in- 
crease the volume of his business and add to his profits, 
cannot be questioned. From time to time, he has added, 
not only the lines we have mentioned, but baby carriages, 
express wagons, washing machines, etc., having in mind, 
not only the profit derived from their sale, but a belief that 
the greater number of persons of different classes which 
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he could attract to his store, the larger would be his sales 
of Hardware. . 

The success which has attended the sale of bicycles by 
the Hardware jobber, has led him to undertake the sale of 
another line, which has been sold by some retailers of 
Hardware for many years, but has been more largely con- 
fined to small drygoods stores, music stores, and. to special 
agents, giving their entire attention tothem. The line is 
that of sewing machines. 

While the manufacture and distribution of sewing ma- 
chines cannot be said to be in its infancy, the number of 
them which will be handled by the Hardware trade in the 
next decade, will surprise those whom the manufacturers 
have relied upon to market their output in the past. 

While sewing machines have been declared a household 
necessity, they have been a luxury, owing to the large ex- 
pense incident to their distribution. This expense, which 
has been added to the price, and which the consumer has 
been compeiled to pay,has been a barrier to their introduc- 
tion into many a home. 

Sewing machines can be distributed through the Hard- 
ware jobber and the retail dealer of Hardware, at less 
expense than by any other class of merchants, and the 
machine which the consumer has been compelled to pay 
$50 to $65 for, is now being sold under the new method, at 
from $25 to $35. 

The title of this article does not apply to the many job- 
bers and retailers who, during the past three or four years, 
have taken up this line with so much zest and satisfaction, 
but its object is to call the attention of those jobbers and 
retailers who have failed to realize the possibilities of this 
line, as a general trade winner and profitmaker. That 
many of our most progressive jobbers have been alive to 
their opportunities, as well as the retailers to whom the 
goods were sold, is evidenced by the fact that during the 
year 1893, a jobber in the Northwest sold sixteen carloads, 
aggregating about 1800 Machines. Several wide-awake 
jobbers in the Missouri Valley sold from six to ten carloads, 
while the King Bee of the hardware jobbing trade, sold 
over 6000 machines. The jobber who is acknowledged as 
the most progressive in the Middle West, has the distribu- 
tion of twenty-two carloads to his credit. 

The liberty taken in the recitation of these facts will be 
pardoned when it is considered that without them, the re- 
tailer of Hardware could not be impressed with the magni- 
tude of the sale already attained, through this method of 
distribution, in which his fellow dealers and nimble com- 
petitors, have so largely participated. 

The sale of sewing machines will not equal that of bi- 
cycles, but there will be some things connected with the 
sale of the former, which will partially, at least, compen- 
sate both the jobber and the retailer for the lack of volume. 
When a sewing machine has been sold by either class, the 
transaction is closed in the great majority of instances. 
This is not the case with bicycles, owing to the necessity of 
having to furnish defective parts, which, though they may 
themselves cost the jobber or retailer nothing,the expense 
of handling them and the transportation on same, which 
both are compelled to assume in many instances, affect the 
net profits of the business more than those think, who 
have not investigated the matter and kept a record of it. 
One reason the sale of sewing machines cannot be as 
great as bicycles,is apparent. But one is necessary to each 
household, while several bicycles are frequently in use in 
one family. The life of a sewing machine covers a greater 
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period than that of a bicycle, because it is used with more 
care. It has often been said,there is no other article made 
whose value approximates that of the bicycle which is 
given more care, and which is abused to the same extent. 

Another point favorable to the sale of sewing machines, 
and this especially applies to the retailer, is that there is 
no desire on the part of the owner to dissect it. This may 
be partly accounted for by the fact that sewing machines 
are used by women who, notwithstanding their proverbial 
curiosity along some lines, are not given, as is a man or 
small boy, to the taking of a bellows apart, to see where 
the wind comes from. 

Many dealers are prejudiced against handling sewing 
machines, because their memory takes them back to the 
time when the prospective purchaser of a wheel could 
ask them more questions than they could answer, and 
were critical because of lack of knowledge regarding 
the goods. With a sewing machine it is very different. 
Place your sample line on the floor, and say to the first in- 
telligent lady who enters your store: ‘‘I have just pur- 
chased a line of the celebrated —-—— sewing ma- 
chines. It isa line I have never given anystudy. I would 
like to have you take this chair, and see what you think of 
them.” This lady will tell you more about that sewing ma- 
chine in ten minutes than many of the best informed repre- 
sentatives of the jobber or manufacturer could tell you re- 
garding it, in an hour. It is often good business policy to 
admit your ignorance to the purchaser of a machine, while 
it is suicidal to do it in the case of a bicycle. 

One of the attributes of a successful sewing machine 
salesman is to secure from the prospective purchaser, their 
ideas as to what particular features they desire in a sewing 
machine, and then endeavor to show them that the ma- 
chine before them, possesses all the features mentioned, in 
addition to features possessed only by his machine. 

This innovation, like the present wave of prosperity,had 
its inception in the West, and is moving Eastward gradu- 
ally and surely. 

It offers to the retail Hardware dealer of all sections of 
the country, a larger margin of profit than can be made in 
the future from the sale of bicycles, and fortunate is the 
dealer who grasps the opportunity, at once, realizing that 
the margins will be greater in this line in the near future, 
than later, when competition has greatly increased.

Their methods, from their packing to their salary 
list, have for a long time indicated quality. Let us pursue 
this object, quality, as one we are determined to attain, 
and having attained itin the fullest sense, we will be en- 
abled to reflect with satisfaction upon our efforts.’—JZon.- 
don Coaland Iron Zrade Review.

Let the trusts take care of themselves. They have 
troubles of their own. 
Short vacations are in order this season. Most of the 


jobbing houses have a sufficiency of orders ahead to keep 
all hands busy throughout the summer. Some of the 
Hardware manufacturing plants are running night and day 
to clean up out-dated commissions and contracts and im- 
mediate rush orders, and the workmen will have to take 
their vacations between meals. Well,we have had enough 
of vacations since 1893, and are glad to continue at work 
to rid ourselves of that tired feeling superinfused ad 
nauseam by the perforce-economy regime of the depression.

Growth In Our Exports of Manufactured Goods. 


The remarkable growth in the exportation of manufac- 
tures has led to the preparation by the Treasury Bureau of 
statistics of a series of tables showing the value of each 
class of manufactures exported in each year during the de- 
cade and the amount of each class sent to each country. 
By this process it is practicable to determine the trend of 
our foreign trade in manufactures, both as to the class of 
manufactures most demanded abroad and the countries 
which are proving our best customers. 

That this subject is one which justifies a careful study is 
apparent in view of the fact that the exportation of manu- 
factures has more than doubled in the last six years, more 
than trebled since 1880, more than quadrupled since 1870, 
is more than eight times as large as it was in 1860, and in 
1898 and 1899 for the first time in our history exceeded the 
importation of manufactures. The exportation of manu- 
factures in the fiscal year about to end will average more 
than oue million dollars a day for each business day of the 
year. 

A study of the figures which cover the details of the ten 
years’ exportation of manufactures shows that the total 
value of our manufactures exported has increased 11o per 
cent. in the decade, while an examination of the exporta- 
tion of manufactures by other countries fails to show any 
considerable percentage of increase in any of them dur- 
ing the same period. Great Britain’s exports of manu- 
factures show no increase since 1890, the earliest year at 
which a separate statement of manufactures exported is 
attainable, while her total exports of domestic products (of 
which manufactures form about 86 per cent.) shows no in- 
crease in value in the decade 1888-97. From France the 
exports of manufactures show an increase of but Io per 
cent. in the decade 1887-96, Germany 13 per cent., Switzer- 
land 6 per cent., Netherlands 3 per cent., and Austria- 
Hungary and Russia a loss, while, as above indicated, the 
exports of American manufactures in the decade 1889-98 
show an increase of 110 per cent., andin the year 1899 will 
be about three times that of 1879. 

An examination of the details of our own exports of 
manufactures shows that it is in the production, manufac- 
ture and exportation of metals that we seem to excel. The 
history of nations and peoples shows that great classes of 
people frequently excel in certain industries, and the growth 
of our exportation, as well as our domestic production of 
manufactures seems to point to metals as our most success- 
ful line of work, at least at the present time. In 1889 manu- 
factures of metals formed less than 20 per cent. of our total 
exports of manufactures, while in 1898 they formed over 
44 percent. The increase in exportation of metals and 
manufactures thereof in the decade 1889-98 was 339 per 
cent., while the increase in the exportation of all manu- 
factures in that time was but 110 per cent. and the increase 
in exportation of manufactures other than those of metals 
during that time was but 55 pereent. Inthis estimate of 
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the exportation of manufactures of metals only those 
articles composed exclusively of metals are included, those 
made up in part of metals, such as railway cars, agricultural 
machinery, etc., being included among the other manu- 
factures. The rapid increase in the exportation of manu- 
factures of metals is shown by the fact that the exports of 
brass and manufactures thereof in 1889 were but $321,137 
and in 1898, $1,320,093; instruments for scientific purposes 
increased from $1,033,338 to $2,770,803, and in the year 
about to end will reach nearly $4,000,000; cycles, of which 
there were no exportations in 1889 amounted to $6,846, 529 
in the exportations of 1898; clocks and watches increased 
from $1,355,319 in 1889 to $1,727,489 in 1898; zinc and 
manufactures thereof, from $28,684 to $1,339,668; copper 
and its manufactures, from $2,348,954 to $32,180,872, and 
iron and steel, from $21,156,077 in 1889 to $70,406,885 in 
1898, while in the fiscal year 1899 the total will exceed 
$90, 000, 000. 

Another interesting fact developed by an examination of 
the figures is that the European countries in which manu- 
factures have long been established furnish as satisfactory 
a market for our manufactured goods as do the countries 
where manufacturing has not yet been largely developed. 
In reapers and mowers, clocks and watches, sewing ma- 
chines, bicycles, and the various manufactures of iron and 
steel, and many other articles of the higher grades of manu- 
facture, the European countries in which manufacturing 
plants and machinery, and skilled warkmen abound, furnish 
a market for a large share of our exports, thus failing to 
justify the expressed fear that a development of manufac- 
tures in countries where we are now seeking a foothold for 
our commerce would destroy their value as a permanent 
market. 


How Plate Glass is Bent. 


‘‘ The demand for plain and bevelled-edged bent glass is 
increasing in this country every year,” said a manufacturer 
of the material in New York to a writer for the Washingion 
Star recently. ‘‘ This kind of glass is now made to suit 
any and every desired curve, and it is largely used not 
only for show cases, but forming conservatory roofs, the 
front and bent windows in carriages,steamboat pilot houses, 
store and house fronts, in buildings where domes and sky- 
lights are needed and for a variety of other ornamental and 
useful purposes by cabinet and furniture makers. It is 
made in sizes varying from 1x12 feet to 12x15 feet, and 
even larger, and it costs only about 50 per cent. more than 
the ordinary flat glass.” 

‘¢ How is bent glass formed ?” 

‘‘The glass is not made at the bending factory. It is 
merely curved by us to suit the requirements of the trade 
or to meet some special order for the material that is not 
obtainable in the market. The glass, of whatever kind or 
size it may be, is placed in its finished state upon the top 
of a massive steel mould having the desired form or curve. 
The mould, which is mounted on wheels, is then rolled 
along a track on the floor to the kiln. When the glass 
reaches the kiln it is there subjected to a temperature of 
1800 degrees, and in this intense heat it does not melt, but 
soon becomes so soft that it sinks by its own weight into 
the shape of the mould beneath. In its soft and bent con- 
dition the glass is left in the kiln to anneal and cool slowly 
for from twenty-four to thirty-six hours. At the expiration 
of that time the mould is rolled out of the kiln and the glass, 
if properly curved, is removed from the steel bed. The 
great heat to which it is subjected does not in the least dis- 
turb the polished surface of the glass. But, despite the 
exercise of every precaution, a great deal of glass is broken 
in bending, and these accidents add very materially to the 
cost of the article.”

The 
growth of American Hardware manufacturing had been 
tremendous in recent years, and bade fair to be greater in 
years tocome. That there was need for further service to 
these great industries in the newspaper line, was a self-evi- 
dent proposition, and the foundation for //ardware was then 
and there laid. That there was need for something of the 
kind was fully shown by the success of the new venture. 

Mr. Mitchell chose his title wisely——one that stood with 
force and distinctness for the thing it was intended to rep- 
resent. He made up his ‘‘dummy” of a convenient size, 
went out upon the war-path and touched hands with suc- 
cess from the very first. The trade responded generously. 
He was soon convinced that his review of the situation had 
been wisely taken. His diagnosis of the case was correct. 
On April roth, 1890, the first number saw the light of print, 
and on the roth and 25th of each month, from that day to 
this, there has been added one more number to the ever- 
growing list. 

There are some familiar names upon the first page of 
that framed ‘‘dummy,” hanging upon the walls of this 
office to-day. In the upper right hand corner, is the long. 
familiar name, ‘‘ Union Metallic Cartridge Co.”” The enter- 
prising managers of that great concern saw their chance by 
securing a fine position permanently, and that space has 
belonged to them from that day tothis, withouta moment's 
interval. Other names seen upon the same page are those 
of J. P. Kenworthy, Hardware,” ‘‘ Thomas Chalmers, Hard. 
ware,”’ the ‘‘ Connecticut Motor Co.,”’ of Plantsville, Conn., 
and ‘‘ H. Lamarches Sons, zines.’’ Across the bottom of the 
page, the space was reserved for the use of the Manufac- 
turers’ Advertising Bureau, whose manager, Benjamin R. 
Western, saw thus early the advantages offered by the new 
publication, and who has been aconsistent and enthusiastic 
supporter of //ardware ever since. 

The initial number of April roth was an unqualified suc- 
cess. An examination of its pages shows the names of 
many men and concerns which were then prominent in the 
Hardware world, and still occupy a prominent place in the 
tanks; the names of some companies which were then 
prominent, but have since disappeared by dissolution or 
absorption. There are also found quite a number of cards 
which are still prominent in Hardware, a tribute not only 
to the stability of the houses, but also to the continuous 
and proved value of the medium which they then selected 
as a pure matter of faith in the promises of Mr. Mitchell. 
Among these latter may be named the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Co., Fuller Bros. & Co., Van Wagoner & Williams 
Co., Waterbury Brass Co., John A. Roebling’s Sons Co., 
(now the New Jersey Wire Cloth Co.); Stanley Rule and 
Level Co., W. S. Estey, Plume & Atwood Mfg. Co., 
Sargent & Co., the Gilbert & Bennett Mfg. Co., Clinton 
Wire Cloth Co., Coates Clipper Mfg. Co., John Chatillon 
& Sons, the Yale & Towne Mfg. Co., and the Coes

Wrench Co. In the several succeeding issues we see a 
rapid addition of names showing that the new venture 
had commanded respect and won support from the very 
start. Among the cards thus added and still found in 
the columns of Hardware, the following may also be 
named: Charles Morrill, the Chieftain Co., (now F. E. 
Kohler & Co.); the Holmes & Edwards Silver Co., the 
Smith & Egge Mfg. Co., the Stanley Works, J. Stevens 
Arms & Tool Co., Tower & Lyon, Union Hardware Co., 
the Armstrong Mfg. Co., L. Boardman & Sons, Bruce & 
Cook, John H. Graham & Co., Atlas Mfg. Co., the Wm. 
Rogers Mfg. Co., the Standard Tool Co., the Storm Mfg. Co., 
P. J. Conroy & Co., the Ausable Horse Nail Co., the 
Cronk Hanger Co., etc., etc. It is a grand commentary 
upon the value of a journal that can hold houses like these, 
from year to year. 

In the initial editorial announcement of April roth, there 
were no boasts, and not many promises made; but such as 
were made, have been abundantly fulfilled. ‘*‘The Hard- 
ware dealer,” it was declared, ‘‘needs a journal which 
shall record new inventions, while reporting the prices 
prevailing for goods already in the market, and which 
shall be an exchange for experiences and suggestions by 
retailers. It should be a journal, also, through which the 
Hardware manufacturers can readily attract the attention 
of the jobber and retailer to his wares, and from which the 
inventor may derive suggestions of new mechanical wants 
to be filled. Last, but not least, the representative Hard- 
ware journal should be written for a national circulation, 
so that whoever would speak to the trade through it, can 
hope to cover the whole country. Such is the field which 
the publishers of /ardware have defined for it.” 

The history of the journal in these nine years that have 
passed shows that this conception of the purposes and uses 
of a trade journal have been carried into certain effect. 

The chief factor in the fortunes of HARDWARE from the 
beginning until his lamented death in 1896 was Archibald 
Paull Mitchell. He was the founder and general manager, 
and his wonderful personality did as much as any one 
thing in making the journal a success in those days of un- 
certainty. The editorial management was placed, at an 
early day, in the hands of Hawthorne Hill, an accom- 
plished journalist who wielded a graceful pen and was a 
thorough student of economic and other public questions. 
He was succeeded by James H. Kennedy, in August, 1891, 
who remained in editorial control until July 1st, 1899, when 
he resigned and was succeeded by Henry Hopkins, who 
had filled the position of associate editor for several pre- 
ceding years. On the death of Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Kennedy 
became business manager as well as editor, which position 
was assumed by Warren C. Brundage, in June, 1899. In 
this brief resume we have outlined the very few changes 
which have occurred in the management of HARDWARE. 

An examination of the columns of the initial number 
shows that a wide field was covered in a very able manner 
and that a variety of subjects was offered for the consider- 
ation of the trade. One theme discussed was the pay due 
the laborer ; another was the success of American Hard- 
ware in New Zealand; one urged the combination of 
stoves with the general Hardware trade ; there was news 
as to a combination of exporters; a suggestion as to how 
goods should be handled for sale abroad ; a review of the 
progress of the ten preceding years ; an article on every- 
day electricity ; an article on the lock-jobber; several 
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pages of trade notes ; a departmentof ‘‘ New Goods in the 
Market,” profusely illustrated ; a list of recent Hardware 
patents; a review of the Hardware markets, etc. Surely 
this was a menu sufficient to whet the appetite for the 
things that wereto come. In all its history the purpose of 
HARDWARE has been to keep in touch with all the develop- 
ments of the Hardware trade and to record the movements 
and changes in that trade—a worthy and ambitious pur- 
pose, which we feel safe in saying has been carried out. 


Dr. W. P. Wilson. 


Dr. W. P. Wilson, Director of the Philadelphia Museums 
and Director General of the National Export Exposition, re- 
ceived his early training through his own efforts and in 
the common and higher schools of Michigan. His taste for 
botany and natural history was considerably fostered by a 
course of study in the Agricultural College of Michigan. 
At a later date he received a degree from Harvard Univer- 
sity, where he was instructor in botany for several years, 

He was born in Oxford, Oakland County, in the northern 
part of Michigan, which was then practically a wilderness 
forest. The nearest neighbors were tribes of Indians. His 
early life was spent in farming. At a later date he entered

alarge plant in the West for manufacturing agricultural 
implements and machinery. 

In 1893 he conceived the idea of founding a Commercial 
Museum with the raw product exhibited by different 
nations at the World’s Fair, at Chicago. He secured the 
authority of the city of Philadelphia, and succeeded in 
having donated to the proposed museum the large collec- 
tions exhibited by nearly every country, especially the 
Spanish-American countries. Dr. Wilson is a careful 
worker, and it is through his care and forethought largely 
that the successful plan of organization of the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum has been carried out. 

The National Export Exposition is under the direction 
of the Commercial Institute and Franklin Museum. 

& 

Brigadier-General Greely, chief of the United States 
Signal Corps, has invited proposals for furnishing the army 
with three electric horseless carriages, and experiments 
will be carried out with them near Washington. Gen. 
Greely thinks it will be possible for these carriages to pay 
out wire promptly between two points so that telegraphic 
and telephonic communications can be readily opened. If 
the experiment is successful, carriages will be used for 
other purposes by the Signal service.— Scientific American.

It has been decided that the Fisheries and Forestry ex- 
hibit of the United States at the Paris Exposition shall be 
utilitarian only. An exhibit of natural fish will be avoided, 
but tinned, preserved and dried fish, and fishing tackle will 
make the department of Forestry and Fisheries one of the 
most attractive sections in the United States division at the 
exposition.— Scientific American.

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Current Comment From Our Contemporaries. 


The American Artisan calls attention to what ought to be 
a self-evident fact: ‘‘The business world’ recognizes the 
fact that our colonial administration and our consular sys- 
tem should be divorced from politics. The men who are 
sent out to administer justice and collect duties in our new 
possessions should have a longer tenure of their offices 
than is accorded by the shifting changes of American poli- 
tics. The value of a consular agent to the commercial 
world increases with each succeeding year, and it is folly to 
recall a man just as his real usefulness is beginning and re- 
place him by another man whose principal qualification for 
finding opportunities for the furtherance of American trade 
lies in the fact that he delivered the delegates in his prim- 
ary district.” 

Farm Machinery takes an opportunity to give some of 
the dealers’ associations some good advice: *‘ It matters not 
how energetic and efficient the officers of your association 
may be, their efforts will fall short of the best resultsif the 
members do not keep alive to the association’s interests 
and lend their assistance. Because amember has no griev- 
ance of his own to report is not grounds for inactivity. So 
far as the association undertakes to look after the interests 
of individual members, just that far each member is inter- 
ested in every other member’s business affairs, and it is not 
only his privilege, but his duty to call a brother dealer’s 
attention to any irregularities whether these directly affect 
his own business or not.”’ 

The Hardware Trade calls attention to the fact that in 
Port Huron they do their business in the evening. ‘‘It 
is common, these progressive days, to read of resolutions 
by retail merchants to close stores evenings, but it is 
rare that the backward step is taken from closing to 
opening. This has occurred at Port Huron, Mich., how- 
ever, where after ten years of evening closing, the mer- 
chants have decided to keep open store every evening. 
The reason given is that some of the smaller stores on 
the outskirts keep open, and for protection the business 
center must follow. Better organize and keep shut. No 
large store can afford to keep open evenings because a 
small store does. It isn’t necessary on the ground of 
protection to self-interest.” 

The [ron Trade Review thinks a late ‘‘new idea” is a 
good thing. ‘‘ The proposition under consideration for 
the manufacture of billets from old steel rails, at the 
McKenna mill for re-rolling rails, at Joliet, Ill,, has sug- 
gested further possibilities in the use of re-worked material. 
Under the present scarcity of steel billets—a condition that 
is not likely to be changed in the near future—any aug- 
mentation of the supply by converting what has outlived 
its usefulness into a new and merchantable form, will be 
just so much relief to a strained situation.” 


The Metal Worker in regard to anticipating any lower 
prices this year says: ‘‘ Under conditions, brought about 
wholly by the operation of the natural laws of supply and 
demand, it was inevitable that the prices of all goods of 
iron and metal manufacture should be marked up to corre- 
spond with the advance in the raw material. Thus nearly 
all the materials and supplies usedin the trade, represented 
by this journal, cost from 50 to 100 percent. more than 
they did at this time a yearago. Furthermore, judging from 
present conditions, there is no likelihood of lower prices 
this year, while on the other hand, they may gostill higher 
as scarcity develops in certain lines. There is no sign of 
any check in the consumption of products and stocks of 
both raw materials, and manufactured goods are generally 
light throughout the country. The second half of 1899 
promises to show at least an equally large volume of busi- 
ness with the first half of the year.” 


The New York Tribune fully belives that ‘‘ In this country 
there is going to be competition for every monopoly, partial 
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or complete. The more it advances prices to the detriment 
of customers the more certain it is that somebody will get 
into the field to fight. It is always a costly operation, but 
in the end the big monopoly has to pay the cost. The New 
York Central will carry for half a century or more a big 
annual interest charge, because some persons thought it 
would pay to build the West Shore and make a fight against 
the trunk line combination. Whether they gained much or 
nothing by that venture, they were able to drive the great 
railroad, with Mr. Vanderbilt at the head of it, into a bar- 
gain which has cut down the dividends of the New York 
Central ever since. The industrial combinations are not less 
vulnerable because they can work more in the dark. Every 
one of them which rules prices above the cost of outside 
production is liable to have a merciless competitor on its 
heels any day, and at times one which cannot be bought 
off as the West Shore was by the Vanderbilts and the 
Spreckels concern by the Sugar Company.”’ 

The Stoves and Hardware Reporter sees a big trade pos- 
sible in our new possessions: ‘‘If any additional evidence 
were needed to prove that trade follows the flag it could be 
found in the remarkable increase of American exports to 
the islands which recently came under the benign influence 
of the Stars and Stripes. A few theorists still insist that 
commerce pays no attention to flags—but they are the 
same theorists who wearied their readers with so much 
drivel about the esprit de corps of the Spanish navy.” 


Interchangeable System in American Shops. 


An important factor in America’s industrial progress has 
been the extended application of standards. There are 
standard dimensions for materials; standard sizes; parts,and 
capacities of machines; standard gauges for close measure- 
ments; standard system of inspection and testing,and others, 
These different forms or methods of standardization have 
usually originated or developed in commercial and m2nu- 
facturing activities, independent of any governmental insti- 
gation or control. This principle of standards, as carried out 
in individual American shops and factories, has developed 
the well-known ‘‘ interchangeable system ”’ of construction, 
which, by forcing attention and care upon little things has 
further specialized operations, and has stimulated the de- 
velopment of special machines to perform these operations to 
the end that the cost of production has been greatly reduced. 
Such standardization inside and outside of the shops also 
aids rapidity of production, inasmuch as standard material 
can be kept in stock to form standard parts or to complete 
standard machines, apparatus, or goods, all before these 
are even ordered. These results,—cheap production and 
prompt delivery,—in connection with a high grade of 
product, to which these methods contribute, are most pow- 
erful factors for securing and maintaining trade. Such in- 
fluences are particularly active in America to-day.—| Cas- 
ster’s Magazine for June. | 


The Council of Rangitikei County, New Zealand, have 
placed an order with the Berlin Iron Bridge Co., of East 
Berlin, Connecticut, for a Highway Bridge consisting of a 
single span of 204 feet, designed to carry a distributed load 
of 1,500 pounds per lineal foot, or a road engine weighing 
forty tons. In transmitting this order the chairman of the 
Council says: ‘‘ As far as I know this is the first order of 
the kind sent to the United States, and the experiment is 
being watched by other local Boards.” The bridge will 
be a pin-connected structure on account of the ease and 
facility with which this class of construction can be erected 
in the field.

malleable iron in low hearths, the furnaces being ex L 
ingly simple, in many cases consisting only of a low 


der of clay in which the pure oxides of iron were hexied 
with charcoal. Furnaces of this type had been in uss 
the very earliest times, traces of them being often d 


on ancient Egyptian sculpture. In different countrie 
velopment had taken piace at very different rates, so 
there were many places at present in which pri 
methods were stillin use. About the twelfth or thirte 
century the hearths were increased in size, the result being 
that a higher heat was attained, and the carbon combined 
with the malleable iron produced for the first time 
iron. This might be taken as the start of the bla: 
nace. The first blast furnaces were fed with charc 
and therefore were always planted where wood was abun- 
dant. The first in Scotland was erected in 
Letterewe in 1607. Later furnaces were put up on L 
fyne side and at Bonawe on Loch Etive. The consump 

of charcoal was so great that it looked as if the process 
would have to be abandoned, but in 1665 Dudley suggested 
the use of coal. It was not, however, till 1735 that Al 
ham Darby made this a success at Coalbrookdale. The 
first coke furnace in Scotland was erected at Carron ab: 
1760. The furnaces were very small. In 1786 the Clyde 
Iron Works were established, and the furnaces were built 
larger. Here, in 1801, Mushet discovered blackband iron 
stone. In 1828 Neilson applied the hot blast. This might 
be taken as the commencement of modern iron smelting.

A belt recently failed at the works of the Worcester 
Wire Co., Worcester, Mass., after a continuous service of 
nearly seventeen years. It was 3134 inches wide, originally 
¥ inch thick, worn to about 7-16ths, ran at 4,525 feet per 
minute, and was transmitting about 300 horse-power at the 
time of its failure. It had failed twice within two weexs, 
showing that it had reached its limit, the fracture showing 
old and poor. The section was approximately 14 square 
inches. The working force of the belt was about 2,188 
pounds, giving a working force per square inch of section 
of 156 pounds and of about 68 pounds per inch width.

Colonial Markets. 


British colonies furnish a market for more than one-third 
of Great Britain's surplus products, and supply one-fifth of 
material which she purchases from abroad. Of her 
total domestic exportations in 1897, which amounted to 
:4,220,000 pounds sterling in value, 80,675,000, or 34.4 
ner cent., went to her colonies, and the percentage of her 
exports which the colonies takes appears to be gaining. A 
recently published statement by the British Board of Trade 
Journal, just received by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, 
shows that of the total exports of British produce and 
manufactures from the United Kingdom, 31 per cent. went 
to the British colonies in 1895, 35 per cent. in 1896, and 
34.4 per cent. in 1897. 

On the other hand, Great Britain annually purchases from 
her colonies about $450,000,000 worth of their productions, 
the imports from the British colonies into the United 
Kingdom in 1895 being 95,530,000 pounds sterling, in 1896, 
93,208,000 pounds sterling, and in 1897, 94,019,000 pounds 
sterling. Naturally, the bulk of her importations from the 
colonies is articles of food and raw materials for use in 
manufacturing. Food products in 1897 were 34.711,000 
pounds sterling of the 94,011,000 of importations from the 
colonies into Great Britain, while raw materials for textile 
manufactures imported from the colonies amounted to 
26,098,000 pounds sterling, other raw materials to 25,314,- 
ooo pounds sterling, while manufactures imported from the 
British colonies were only 7,896,000 pounassterling. Thus 
the people of the United Kingdom in buying the food pro- 
ducts and material for manufactures for which they are 
compelled to send money abroad, are now able to expend 
over $400,000,000 annually among their own people in 
other parts of the world, people who represent British 
blood and British capital; for.it is asserted on high author-

ity that probably $2,000,000, 000 of British capital is invested 
in various ways in the colonies, and the purchases in those 
markets by the people of the United Kingdom thus con- 
tribute to the prosperity of her own citizens whose money 
is there invested. 

In other countries which have Colonial possessions, a 
considerable percentage of their commerce is also with the 
colonies, though not to as great an extent as that of Great 
Britain. France purchased 1o per cent. of her total 
imports from her colonies in 1897; Holland purchased 
14.7 percent. of her imports from her colonies in 1897, 
while the proportion which the German colonies furnished 
of the imports into Germany is comparatively small, in 
most cases the colonies being new and little developed.
